PASADENA, Cal., April 4.—Frederick 
W. Weyerhaeuser, 79 years old, Minne - 
sota multimillionaire lumber and timber” 
operator, died today at his winter home 
at Oak Knoll. 

He was stricken 10 days ago with a 
severe cold. Threatening symptoms de- 
veloped, and several times he sank to 
the verge of death, but rallied and yes- 
terday appeared to be all but recovered. 

Weyerhaeuser’s body was sent aboard 
a limited train bound for Rock Island, 
III., his old home, for interment. 

Weyerhaeuser caught cold Sunday a 
week ago, while attending church. On 
the following Wednesday his condition 
became so alarming that his children 
Were sent for. Three physicians were 
called and remained in attendance day 
and night. They managed to overcome 
recurrent sinking spells until shortly 
after 5 o'clock this morning, when the 
patient sank into a comatose condition, 
and passed away at 8:30 o' clock. 

Children at Bedside. 

His sons, John, Frederick, Rudolph 
and Charles, and his daughters, Mrs. 
Margaret Jewett, Mrs. W. B. Hill and 
Mrs. 8. S. Davis, were at the bedside 
at the end. 

The final sinking spell came at a time 
when it was believed Weyerhaeuser 
would recover. Several days ago he 
appeared to be on the verge of death, 
but resorts to oxygen rallied him, and 
thereafter he appeared to improve rap- 
idly. The only disquieting symptom was 
an uncertain heart action and the phy- 
sicians yesterday said that they finally 
had overcome this. But this morning 
it recurred and neither oxygen nor any 
other stimulant would avail.

B. F. GRAVELY, ONCE 
MISSING 23 DAYS, DIES 


Benjamin F. Gravely of 28% St. Vin- 
cent avenue, chief record clerk in the 
office of the Superintendent of Railway 
Mail Service at St. Louis, whose mys- 
iterious disappearance in August, 1912, 
attracted considerable attention, died 
Saturday of pneumonia at St. John's 
Hospital after an illness of five days. 
Gravely in 1912 was missing 23 days. 
When he returned he told his wife he 


, simply had been seized with an uncon- 


trollable impulse to get away from St. 
Louis. He went to New York and was 
there during his entire absence. He 
said he had been fully conscious of his 
whéreabouts all the time, but was ili 
part of the time he was away. 

Gravely was appointed to the rail- 
way mail service from Springfield. Mo., 
Nov. 16, 1883, and had been in the Super- 
intendent’s office 15 years. He was 
thrifty and had accumujated a com- 
tortable fortune in stocks and bonds. 
He held stock in several large St. Louis 
firms. 

At the time bt his disappearance he 
was on the point of being promoted to 
a position that would have paid him $38 
more a year. His explanation of his ab- 
sence was accepted by his superiors and 
he resumed the duties he had left. 

Gravely was born at Bolivar, Mo. His 
father was a prominent lawyer of 
Southwest Missouri and was once Lisut- 
enant-Governor of Missouri. He is sur- 
vived by his widow and one son, Jo- 
seph, a student at the State University.

er objects to any dockage, or thing. of 
that kind, he may appeal to an arbi+ 
tration committee. The plaintiff de 
clares the fees charged by the arbitra- 
tors are enough to make it often un- 
profitable for an owner to make such an 
appeal. 

The rules of the Exchange provide 
that a person desiring to become a mem- 
ber must pay $2000 for the privilege. 
This amount, it is alleged, is excessive 
and is enough to exclude many persons 
from the privilefe of appearing to sell 
stock at the yards. The rules also pro- 
vide, it is alleged, an easy way to ex- 
clude from membership any person who 
charges less than the minimum commis- 
sion fees agreed upon in the schedules. 
A member of the Exchange who believes 
he is unjustly dealt with is deterred 
from appealing to the courts or asking 
9 lawyer for advice by fear of the 
imposition of heavy penalties for doing 
80, according to Burton. , 
The petition interprets one of the 
rules of the Exchange as designed to 
preserve secrecy as to valuable infor- 
mation as to markets, etc. This rule. 
the plaintiff declares, prevents persons 
from going out into the country to give 
information to ‘shippers as to condi- 
tions for the profitable handling and 
sale of their stuff when sent to mar- 
ket. 


Tells of Punishment. 

Burten alieges that when he came to 
St. Louis after many years’ experience 
in the livestock business, he found con- 
ditions at the yards such that he felt 
compelled to protest against them.

One therefore gives full credence to 
the titular statement that this story of 
little Pierrot actually is told by Pier- 
rot's mother. That Pierrot’s mother 
was of the peasant clan makes no dif- 
ference as to the story’s emotional 
thought. Her mother-love and prideful- 
ness are universal and superior to all 
distinctions of class and caste. As to 
her supreme utterance of her emotional 
thought—well, we are told that her 
story has been reverently touched, here 
and there, by another hand. It was a 
master hand in literary skillfulness, 
Pierrot snuggles his way into our 
hearts as perhaps the most lovable baby 
ever celebrated between the covers wf 
a story book. Pierrot’s mother, in her 
unconscious self-revelation, becomes so 
holy a figure that she lives in one’s 
memory as a veritable Madonna of the 
masses. She was so poor when Pierrot 
was born that she did not know where 
next she must needs turn for food and 
shelter. But Pierrot himsetf was such 
a wonder of a baby that he made friends 
spring up all about his mother. And 
his mother adores him so utterly that 
she tells us of every minute of his baby 
life—the little and the big things alike 
—all—because she doesn’t dare say which 
are the little and which the hig—an41 
all are so tremendously important to 
her. And she was so proud of her baby, 
this widow-mother who named bin 
Pierre, for his dead father, but calls 
him Pierrot for endearment's sake! She 
brags about him until you just have to 
laugh—and the next instant there comes 
a little turn of Pierrot-thought that 
grips your heart and puts a lump in 
your throat before you bave a chance 
to stéel yourself against it. 

You live with this little Pierrot for a 
twelvemonth. It's impossible here to tell 
you all the prodigious things that he 
does. But you grow to jove him as it 
he were your own son. You will always 
so love him. As for his mother, she be- 
comes to your mind’s eye the flesh-and- 
blood embodiment of all that is most 
sacred and worsbipful in good woman- 
hood. And you love Pierrot’s friends. 
They are many. There is Monsieur Jack 
Martin, for instance, the American art- 
ist, who so splendidly safgguagded Pier- 
rot and Pierrot’s mother. And Mme. 
Lacroix, the childless woman who was 
so fiercely envious of the mother of 
Pierrot. And Jean, her henpecked hus- 
band, who was.so absurdly in love with 
Pierrot. And Dr. Jambeau, the grimly 
gentle physician, who officiated at Pier- 
rot's birth. And littie lame Ltelne Cor- 
beau, in whose behalf love and faith— 
and Pierrot—wrought a miracle. And 
Gaston Battaile, the sinister mountain- 
bandit whom Pierrot, the heart-seeing 
baby, changed into a good and honest 
man. And the Count and Countess de 
Beauchamp, who tried to buy Pferrot 
from Plerrot's mother. Tou know and 
love them all. 

But most of all you love Pierrot an 
Pierrot’s mother.

This: verdict ended the litigation over 
the estate, as a compromise of all of 
the suits had been arranged in advance. 
An investigation of charges that an at- 
tempt had been made to tamper with 
the jury will be continued by the Court, 
however. 

The three children, Helen, Philip and 
Sterling Ewald, aged 19, 16 and 13, re- 
ceive by the settlement the major pari 
of Ewald's fortune and each will have 
at least a million on reaching the age 
of 21 years. Ellen Golden will receive 
$500,000 and $10,000 a year. Her attorney. 
Jucge Matt O’Doherty, will receive a 
fee of at least $100,000, the largest ever 
received by a lawyer in Kentucky for 
a single case. 

Harry Ewald and Rosa Damon of St. 
Louis, brother and sister, will divide 
$125,000... This includes the $30,000 left io 
them under the will. 

There has been conjecture as to 
whether these two represented all the 
nine brothers and sisters to whom was 
left $15,000 each, under the will, or wheth- 
er they took a chance alone of forfeit- 
ing their $15,000 share, as Ewald de- 
creed in his will, if his brothers and 
sisters contested. 

The net income from Ewald's estate, 
which is held in trust, was $200,000 last 
vear.

HOUSE VOTES TO 
ADD $130,000 1 
ANNUAL PAYROL 


Clerk’s Slalary . Raised From 
$1500 to $1800 but Much of 
it Will Go to Congressmen. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, April 4.—The- Heuse 
of Representatives, pledged by the Dem- 
ocratic party platform to economy in 
sovernmental expenses, voted yesterday 
to add $130,000 to its annual pay roll. 
The money is supposed to go to the 
clerks employed by members, but 90 per 
cent of it is destined to go into the 

pockets of the members themselves. 
The Appropriations Committee pre- 
sented to the House in the legislative, 
executive and judicial bill, an item pro- 
viding a reduction of approximately 
$120,000. in the mileage allowance, but 
the attempt at economy acted as a 
hoonierang and instead of voting to save 
this amount, the members voted to take 
an additional $130,000 out of the treasury. 
For many years members of Congress 


have collected 40 cents per mile, or 20 
4cents a mile each way, 


for expenses 
from their homes to Washington and 
return. This is known as mileage. The 
system is a relic of the days of stage 
coaches, when traveling was arduous 
and expensive. The Congress has never 
taken into account the fact that steam 
and electricity have reduced greatly the 
cost of travel. 
Cost of Washington Trips. 

It is estimated that most Congress- 
men pay approximately 10 cents per 
mile for their expenses to and from 
Washington. This means that they 
pocket 30 cents a mile, three-fourths of 
they collect from Uncle 
Sam. In effect, it means that they 
add so much per annum to their sal- 
aries by indirect methods. 

Members of Congress who live on the 
Pacific Coast collect approximately $1200 
for the round trip. 

Attempts have been made annually to 


cut out this expense, but they always 
are defeated. The same method is al- 
Ways used; a.roll call is refused. Most 
members admit that if they were com- 
pelled to stand up and answer to their 
names they would not have the nerve 
to vote themselves this velvet and then 
face their constituents, so the roll. call 
is always sidetracked. 

The legislative, 
ciary bill, now before the House, 
changed. the mileage provisions so that 
members would be compelled to make 
oath to their traveling expenses, giv- 
ing the actual cost, and would receive 
this amount from the Sergeant-at- 
Arms. The committee estimated that 
this provision would save at least $120,- 
000 annually, approximately one-half of 
the annual cost. 

More Pay for Clerks. 

It was beaten in the House by two to 
one, on a rising vote. Immediately aft- 
er it was beaten ‘Representative Bart- 
lett of Georgia offered an amendment, 
increasing the salaries of clerks from 
$1500 to $1300. It was passed with a fat 
majority. ' 

It is estimated that the average Con- 
gressman pockets from $600 to $900 of 


clerks. 
This is possible because of the man- 


shall be paid directly to the clerks, but 
it goes to the member for clerk hire.” 

Attempts have been made to put the 
clerks’ on the House payroll so that 
they would get the money which they 
are supposed to get, but these attempts 
have been beaten. 

The average Congressman pays 
clerk, usually a girl, about $0 per 
month while Congress is in session. 
Congress rarely sits for more than 
eight months, and the average is much 
shorter. On an eight-months basis the 
member pays his clerk $480. When the 
session is over most of the clerks lose 
their obs. New clerks get the jobs at 
the following session. 

The difference between $480 and $1500

Mrs. Quong Ho has killed her husband, Jeu 
Lung Lee, a member of the old aristocratic Lee 
family of China, high among the F. F. V.’s of the 
celestial republic. Mrs, Lee, whose maiden name 
was Sin, killed Jeu Lung with that favorite weap- 
on of modern feminism, the hatchet. 

Her choice of weapons, if nothing else, would 
have proclaimed her a devoted exponent of the 
pet cause of her Anglo-Saxon sisters and a valua- 
ble recruit to the new militancy which long ago 
discarded the rolling pin.

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COSTLY RATE HESITATION. 

The latest reports of two important Eastern 
trunk systems show ‘that fixed charges and ex- 
penses are now absorbing nearly 96 per cent of 
their revenues. Unless there has been a ma- 
nipulation of figures similar to that of which 
the St. Paul road was accused, this fact has a 
most pertinent relation to the railroad request for 
a 5 per cent raise in freight rates. 

On these and other systems, tens of thousands 
of men have been laid off, maintenance activities 
suspended and train service curtailed to a point 
where it must interfere seriously with transporta- 
tion. The roads say this policy of retrenchment 
has been forced on them in an effort to prevent 
the present narrow margin between expenditures 
and income from entirely disappearing.
